Itasca village trustees Tuesday night 
shelved temporarily any action to hold an 
immediate 
referendum 
for 
the 
con­ 
troversial 
Prospect-Thorndale 
sanitary 
sewer project which was aired in a public 
hearing last week. 
Village Pres. Wilbert Nottke, reading 
from a prepared statement which was 
made part of the minutes of Tuesday’s 
board meeting, said the request ‘by this 
minority group’’ has temporarily stopped 
the sewer project. 
N o t t k e was referring to the petition 
signed by 116 residents calling for a refer­ 
endum on the $1 million proposed project 
which initially had been approved by 
village trustees under ordinance. 
The deferment to take action on the ref­ 
erendum was prompted by consent of Rob­ 
ert Bremer, attorney for Central Manufac­ 
turing District, to consult with CMD 
trustees to arrange a joint meeting with 
Itasca officials on a possible alternate 
means of financing the project. 
BREMER, ALTHOUGH taking issue 
with Nottke, :aid he would contact CMD 
representatives as to the possibility of 
CMD picking up the entire project cost 
and advise Nottke this week whether a 
joint meeting should be scheduled. 
Bremer, however, expressed personal 
doubts as to CMD entering into such a 
contract proposed by Nottke due to legal 
complications and the fact that CMD is 
established “as a trust.” He also raised 
some question as to acceptability of Chap­ 
man-Cutler, bond consultants, to any other 
type of financial arrangement outside of 
the adopted ordinance which had taken 
nine months of negotiations between CMD 
and the Village of Itasca. 
According to Bremer, “Any other con­ 
tract would infringe on future boards.” He 
said there could be a serious question to 
this course of action, which could “violate 
the duties” of CMD trustees. 
But he did tell Nottke he would suggest 
to CMD officials that they “examine other 
areas.” 
Bremer’s remarks followed Nottke’s 
prepared statement and indications by 
Nottke that CMD should pick up the tab 
for the entire project, thereby “standing 
all the risks.’ 
Nottke feels if CMD has faith in the de­ 
velopment of the area and will allow the 
village to hold title to the sewer, then the 
project should go through without a refer­ 
endum. 
It was on this point Bremer took issue 
with Nottke, claiming “the people are en­ 
titled to the referendum.” 
But Bremer did offer “to meet anytime 
and anywhere” with village trustees to air 
the matter further. 
In his statement, Nottke said, “As Presi­ 
dent of the Village of Itasca, I believe it 
necessary and essential that an official 
statement be made concerning the petition 
presented to the Itasca Board of Trustees 
on Thursday, June 5, 1969, requesting ap 
proval of the proposed Prospect-Thorndale 
sewer project. 
“The petition was signed by 116 persons 
or approximately 2 per cent of the total 
population of the village. The petition is in 
the permanent files of the village clerk’s 
office. 


“The proposed 27-inch sanitary sewer 
routed from the Itasca treatment plant 
down Prospect Road and Thorndale Road 
to the northern and western environs of 
Itasca was suggested, planned and ap 
proved by previous boards of trustees 
since 1959. 
“THE PRESENT board of trustees have 
been studying and working since Spet. 2, 
1968, to implement a way in which the 
needed improvement could be put in. After 
nine months of study and approximately 
30 meetings, plus many dollars spent on 
attorney fees, an installment contract 
agreement was reached with the Central 
Manufacturing District. 
“The present board of trustees felt thai 
this oath was the best and only one tea 
sible by law at this time. 
“The residents of Itasca and full oppor­ 
tunity to inform themselves about the 
project during the nine-month study, de­ 
velopment and negotiation period. 
“The public had every opportunity to at­ 
tend village meetings and the project had 
full and complete disclosure in the three 
area publications. No one resident showed 
any great concern or voiced any dissent 
concerning the proposed project. 
“Ordinance 289-69 was adopted by the 
board of trustees on April 5, 1969. Publica­ 
tions were made on April ll, 1969, and 
April 14, 1969, in the Itasca Register. 
“A 60-day period had to be allowed be­ 
fore the contents of the ordinance could be 
put into effect and to allow residents of the 
area to call for a “back door referendum 
This is what happened on June 5, 1969. The 
petition was presented to the village clerk 
to demand a referendum to determine 
whether ordinance 289-69 shall become ef­ 
fective or not. 
“THE REQUEST by this minority group 
has temporarily stopped the sewer project, 
which will no doubt have a great effect on 
increased cost of the project because of 
the rapidly rising wages and inflationary

Wet Foundation Causes Roar

A foundation full of water has caused a 
minor uproar in the Village of Roselle. 
Three months ago a site at 670 Hazel 
Court., Roselle, was excavated and a foun­ 
dation was poured in preparation for the 
building of a home. 
A snag in construction developed, how­ 
ever, when it was discovered that the 
foundation walls had several large cracks 
and, after suits and counter-suits between 
the owner, the contractor, the subcon­ 
tractor and the excavator, nothing else 
has happened. 
Nothing else except that water has con­ 


tinually found its way into the hole dug for 
the foundation and that, as of Wednesday 
morning, about eight feet of water had col­ 
lected in it. 
NEIGHBORHOOD parents became con­ 
cerned about this, since they felt this could 
be a potential source of danger for their 
children. 
The village itself finally felt compelled 
to do something about the situation as vil­ 
lage attorneys sent letters to the four prin­ 
cipal parties June 5 stating that “existing 
conditions of standing water, protruding 
structures and questionable condition of 
existing foundation walls has created a 


dangerous condition and constitutes an at­ 
tractive nuisance.” 
The letter also mentioned the village 
would take legal action if the situation was 
not remedied within five days. 
The situation was not remedied within 
five days, because it still has not been de­ 
termined who is at fault. 
Mrs. Betty Lou Manns, village trustee, 
asked Gerald DeBruyne, of D & B Con­ 
struction Co., Palatine, the subcontractor, 
if he would pump the water out of the 
foundation. 
“My attorney advised me not to,” he 
told Mrs. Manns, “since a court may con-

Wood Dale is still moving closer to get­ 
ting approval of its widening plans for the 
intersection of Irving Park and Wood Dale 
roads, according to Dino Jams, coun­ 
cilman. 
Jams said Thursday village engineers 
will resubmit their plans for the new inter­ 
section to state highway engineers in El­ 
gin, who balked at the proposition earlier. 
To help get state approval, Jams wrote 
letters to local representatives, state sena­ 
tors and Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 
“Ogilvie has not replied, but I suspect 
he has his hands full with the financial 
battle in Springfield now,” Jams said. 
“Rep. James Philip and Sen. Jack T. 
Knuepfer have replied. They both said 
they personally asked the chief state engi­ 
neer to approve our plans. They thought 


there was nothing wrong with plans and 
that it would be a good village improve­ 
ment.’ 
IF THE state highway people won’t ap­ 
prove the plans this time, further inquiry 
into the governor’s position will be sought, 
Jams said. He asked Ogilvie to intercede 
with the highway department and get ap­ 
proval of the $200,000 village-county fi­ 
nanced project. 
The DuPage County Board of Super­ 
visors have already passed a resolution to 
share the cost of four-lanes ani left turn 
lanes. The county wants Wood Dale to con­ 
sider widening Wood Dale Road all the 
way to village limits on the south. County 
plans are to straighten and widen Wood 
Dale Road from an alignment with Villa 
Avenue in Addison to Irving Park Road.

Tuesday the DuPage County Forest Pre­ 
serve Commission voted to acquire the 
area known as Fischer Woods.

ONE OF THE MAJOR questions in the 
controversy over the land’s use is the 
problem of flooding and drainage. The 
conservation committee presented a map 
to the park commission Wednesday which 
shows part of the area as swampland and 
a large portion as flooded during heavy 
rains. 
The committee also presented a letter 
from L. L. Benson, district conservationist 
of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
which states in part, “Our recommenda­ 
tion is that basinaUy none of this land is 
suited for residential or urban devel­ 
opment.” 
The letter continued, “We sincerely rec­ 
ommend that this area of about 80 acres 
be used as a nature center It has great 
value as an outdoor educational center for 
youth and adults.'* 
At Wednesday’s park board meeting, 
Mills said he can foresee the area as be­ 
coming one of DuPage County’s finest rec­ 
reational parks.

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School Consolidation Plans Under Way 


After talking about it for 26 years, 
school officials in Bloomingdale Township 
have begun serious planning that may 
lead to consolidation of six elementary dis­ 
tricts which “feed” into Lake Park High 
School. 
Wednesday night’s meeting at School 
Dist. 12 administrative offices was a result 
. of the annual meeting of all area school 
boards earlier this month. 
Representatives of four boards of educa­ 
tion agreed to meet again on Aug. 6 to lay 
formal groundwork for a self-evaluation 
study of all affected districts after decid­ 
ing that a serious inquiry into the feasibil­ 
ity of consolidation would be worthwhile. 
HAVING CROSSED a major hurdle, the 
next step will be to organize citizens’ com­ 
mittees to save the cost of utilizing a con­ 
sulting service for the study. Board mem­ 
bers from Dists. 12, 13, 20 and 108 set the 
date after it was felt that organization of 
private citizens to assist with the task

Action Deferred 


The Roselle Zoning Board heard a peti­ 
tion Wednesday night of the Granville De­ 
velopment Corp., 915 Irving Park Road,' 
Itasca, to annex 118 acres to the village 
and change the zoning from R-l to R-2, or 
Single-family residential. 
Several members of the board were not 
present and, as a result, no action will be 
taken until the absent members can re­ 
view the petition. 
Granville developer Elmer Barnes said 
it is his firm’s intention to bring the land 
into the village and build about 295 single- 
family homes on the tract, which would 
average 2% homes per acre. 
Barnes said the village plan commission 
has already reviewed the petition and rec­ 
ommended its passage as an R-2 devel­ 
opment. 


“WE ALSO have talked to officials from 
Medinah Elementary School Dist. ll and 
we think they' are in accord with the pro­ 
posal,” Barnes said. 
The zoning board will act on the petition 
as soon as the village attorney can trans­ 
cribe a recording of the proceedings and 
present it to the otner board members.

AT THE ONSET of the meeting Bagg, 
who participated in the formation of eight 
unit districts from 62 rural districts in De­ 
Kalb County, pointed out the differences of 
three different types of school systems. 
A unit district, he explained, is a single 


district which includes both elementary 
and high school with one board of educa­ 
tion and one superintendent. 
A consolidated district is the com­ 
bination of two or more elementary dis­ 
tricts with more than one center of popu­ 
lation. Usually, he said, those districts 
have boards of education which include 
representatives of both incorporated and 
unincorporated areas. 
Finally, a dual district encompasses 
both elementary and high school, with two 
board of educations but one superintend­ 
ent. He pointed to Fenton High School in 
Bensenville and the Hinsdale school sys­ 
tem as examples. The advantage is prac­ 
tical kindergarten through 12th grade cur­ 
riculum planning. 
IT WAS NOTED that consolidation of 
Districts IP, ll, 12, 13 and 20 would be 
practical because they have coterminous 
boundaries with School Dist. 108 — (Lake 
Park High School). 
“We’re neither for or against consoli­ 
dation,” Bagg said of his own district. 
“But we do need to know more about it. 
We’re not seeking any decisions or obliga-

Tax Issue Now ‘On The Other Foot’ Viewed 
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“The shoe is on the other foot now,” 
Rep. William Redmond noted with a cer­ 
tain amount of glee when talking about the 
General Assembly snarl on Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie’s income tax proposal. 
Redmond, interviewed in Springfield, 
was comparing the current revenue and 
budget controversy with the politics of 
yeai*s ago when Republicans tied up bills 
from former Gov. Otto Kerner, a Demo­ 
crat. 
The wild and wooly session, especially in 
the House of Representatives, started 
when a handful of Republicans and Demo­ 
crats began to howl about an alleged deal 
between Ogilvie and Mayor Richard Daley 
of Chicago, which featured Daley’s sup­ 
port for a flat income tax in exchange for 
passage of bills Daley wants for Chicago. 
THOSE INCLUDED state aid for educa­ 
tion increases to meet the price of Daley’s 
settlement with striking Chicago teachers 
and a subsidy for the Chicago Transit Au­ 
thority. 
Infuriated that the political negotiations 


didn’t include downstate Democrats, 37 
representatives led by Rep. Clyde Choate, 
D Anna, and Redmond caucused and de­ 
manded at least a differentiated income 
tax proposal that would hit corporations 
for twice the rate as individuals. 
With little response from Democratic 
leadership on Monday, Redmond said, the 
downstate Democrats began a filibuster 
which was quelled wily when joint lead­ 
ership asked that it be halted. 
4‘WE MET with House Minority Leader 
Rep John P. Touhy on Monday after­ 
noon,” Redmond said. The Bensenville 
islator said Touhy was furious, but the 37 
remained unified and refused to give in. 
All of a sudden Daley insisted there was 
no deal with Ogilvie and that he, too, pre­ 


ferred a differential along the same lines 
as Choate and Redmond sought. 
leg- That led to an impromptu press con­ 
fer­ 
ence in which Ogilvie blasted the Demo­ 
crats for playing politics. The minority 
party simply shrugged.

“It’s about time we made it a statewide 
party,” Redmond said of the Democrats. 
He viewed the chances of unification with 
Daley as good. “There was no personal 
animosity through it all, which was sur­ 
prising. They’re just backing away from 
their deal.” 
What about their differential demand. 
While Daley was saying he’d like a dif­ 
ferentiated tax, Redmond was saying “I 
have a feeling that it would be acceptable 
to Touhy.” 
Is it irresponsible to play politics with 
state finances? 
“WE’RE NOT being irresponsible. My 
mail is showing very strong sentiment for 
budget reductions; some people would be 
f iling to accept an income tax if there 
were some economies exercised,” Red­ 
mond said.

He compared spending of the Ogilvie 
and Kerner administratioss, pointing to 
“much higher” costs by the Republican 
governor. 
“He has two — two — separate budget 
departments that cost a total of $1.2 mil­ 
lion. Kerner had one and it cost $200,000. 
That’s a million - dollar - difference. 
“Ogilvie’s staff will cost $144,000; Ker­ 
nels cost $44,000. There’s another $100,000. 
“Our next move will be to suggest bud- 
et cuts,” Redmond said. “The governor 
get cuts,” Redmond said. “The governor 
had asked for much more than he needs 
How much more? 
“AT LEAST $500 million,” came the re- 
sonse. 
But what about the chaos rn the General 
Assembly? What will happen to other leg- 
islation?

“Sure there’s 
politics involved, and ifs bound to hurt the 
Republicans.”

“The shoe is on the other foot now. It 
was the Republican party which set up 
these alleged problems, and now ifs their 
responsibility to present workable propos­ 
als. But the people just don’t want an in­ 
come tax, and we can’t give the governor 
anything more than a differentiated tax. 
“BUT,” HE concluded, “we’ll look at 
the budget first and see if a tax is neces­ 
sary at all.” 
Redmond recalled the campaign last 
year, and commented: “Ogilvie made a 
speech to the Elmhurst Chamber of Com­ 
merce, in which he said there would be no 
need for an income tax. Now he’s demand­ 
ing one.” 
How good is Redmond’s word? 
“I’ve been around down here a lot long­ 


er than the governor. I think I know 
what’s going on. I’ve got a little senior­ 
ity.” 
REDMOND HAS; he’s one of the most 
powerful downstate Democrats, and is of­ 
ten mentioned as a successor to Touhy as 
House minority leader. To get that post, 


he’ll have to have Daley on his side - and 
the political implications of a state income 
tax proposal may be the key. 
In the meantime, a frustrated governor 
is still trying to round up the necessary 
votes to pass the bill that will finance the 
needs of Chicago.

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She Could Go to Jail 


If you’re convicted of shoplifting, you 
not only get a permanent police record, 
but you stand a chance of serving as 
much as IO years in prison. In this, the 
third and concluding part of a series on 
female 
shoplifters, 
Paddock 
staffers 
Brad Brekke and Mike Seeling tell how 
police and store security agents see her, 
how the courts handle her and how she 
is seen through the eyes of her family.

Under Illinois law, shoplifting is a theft 
and establishes a permanent police record. 


Theft of items worth more than $150 
might result in a charge of grand theft, if 
the thief is nabbed. And if convicted, she 
could serve a one-to 10-year sentence in a 
state penitentiary. 
Petty theft is defined as taking property 
valued at less than $150 and Is punishable 
by a fine not to exceed $500, or imprison­ 
ment in the county jail or a penal farm for 
up to one year, or both. 


IN THE Northwest suburbs, the first of­ 
fender is usually given six months super­ 
vision. If she repeats, she is given a one- 
year probation sentence. And if she re­ 
peats again, she is usually given a stiff 
fine and imprisoned. 
Most large department stores in this 
area feel their best protection from the 
devastating female shoplifter is a tight se­ 
curity net of plainclothes men and women. 


These security agents roam at large in 
the store and are experts in the art of 
observation, but they retain their anonym­ 
ity as shuffling shoppers. 


Usually they are trained by persons with 
formal security training, ex-cops or re­ 
tired detectives. Many of the agents, in 
fact, are policemen who work as a second 
job. 
These security agents claim they catch 
more shoplifters than do stores which em­ 
ploy the common detection gimmicks, like 
wide-angle mirrors and peep-holes. 


HOW DO WOMEN react when appre­ 
hended? 


(hie man who heads a security team in a 
large Randhurst store said, “I ve had all 
kinds of reactions. Some women wet their 
pants. Others faint, and still others turn 
boldly around and say ‘How dare you!’ 
This month I’ve gotten several who say if 
they are charged, they’ll have a heart at­ 
tack. Another one said she needed a tran­ 
quilizer,

purse. . .no pills.” 
Store detectives have to be sure of what 
they are doing and be positive they really 
saw a person shoplift an item. If they are 
wrong, not only could the store be sued, 
but also the person who accused her. 


But as one man said, “I don’t know a 
security agent anywhere who hasn’t made 
a mistake at sometime.” 
These stores believe in the adage, 
“Fight fire with fire.” Most of the security 
agents they hire are between 25 and 30 
and almost invariably are housewives. 


These agents claim they love their work, 
but when asked what their husbands think 
about it, they meekly replied, “He doesn’t 
mind too much.” 


SAID ONE GIRL, “When an apprehen­ 
sion is made, we try to do it as discreetly 
as possible, talking quietly but confidently 
to the customer. If they spot a crack in 
our confidence, they will chop it open with 
an ax . . . so we have to know exactly 
what we’re doing.” 
Security agents say when housewives 
are nabbed, they are more concerned 
about their husbands not finding out what 
they did than they are about the possible 
punishment the courts could impose upon 
them. 
What items of merchandise are most ap­ 
pealing to the shoplifter? 
Gayle Brock, who heads security for 
Carson Pine Scott and Ca at Randhurst,

said clothing in the junior miss and sports 
departments is the hardest hit. 
“The clothes are expensive and aren’t 
that hard to conceal. Many thefts take 
place in the dressing or fitting rooms. A 
woman will go in with three bathing suits, 
slip two on under her dress, and march 
out with one. Happens every week. 


“Or someone will take several items 
into a dressing room and leave them. An­ 
other gal will come along, take some 
clothes in with her, but when she sees oth­ 
er clothes just hanging there, she can’t 
resist and drops them into her shopping 
bag.” 


BROCK SAID rarely do they catch wom­ 
en stealing cosmetics, but added that 
many housewives steal hose from the 
budget floor. “I can’t figure it out. Tliey 
take cheap hose. If they’re going to steal 
hose, why don’t they take the expensive 
stuff? Maybe they shoplift like they shop.” 


Another agent said to beware of the gal 
with a beat-up shopping bag. “If it s not a 
new one, she’s probably a shoplifter. After 
a while you get a feeling for them . . . can 
tell by intuition they are looking for some­ 
thing to steal the minute they walk into 
the store. They are nervous and shifty and 
feel and play around with the merchandise 
before they try to conceal it.” 


Security agents are given three hard 
rules to observe before they can make an 
apprehension. 


First, they must see the woman take the 
merchandise. Next, they must see her con­ 
ceal it. And last, they must see her walk 
out of the department, past the cash reg­ 


ister with it. If all these conditions can be 
met, they close in on her. 
Brock said a majority of the women ap 
prehended at Carson’s are not from this 
area. “They come from Chicago, DuPagt 
County, up in Richmond and we’veJ** 
some from Canada. But the majority 
aren’t from the Northwest suburbs. 


WHAT HAPPENS to the child when his 
mother is arrested? 
Said one agent, who is also a mother, 
“We try to keep them occupied in the toy 
department, unless they a rc h e ry anan 
and the mother insists on bringing.thiem 
with her. Ifs sad and tragic for a child to 
see his mother break down and cry. Usual- 
ly they don’t know what’s g oin g on, bu. 
they know it isn’t good. Then w hen thev 
get to the police station and see all the 
police . . • well it can’t help but seep 
through to him that something is wrong. 


“Ifs too bad and I feel sorry for the 
kids. But their mother should have thought 
of that before she stole. There s nothing 
else you can do. You get used to it after a 
while.” 
Husbands, when confronted with the sit­ 
uation their wives are in, usually exclaim, 
“Why didn’t you pay for the dress, Grace, 
for God’s sake, you certainly had the mon­ 
ey?” Others pretend innocence and tell 
hubby they haven’t got the foggiest idea 
why they were arrested. But it usually 
comes out later.

“I had a really weird woman once, 
said an agent for Carson’s. “When I talked 
to her in the office, she didn t say any­ 
thing, but picked up a scissors and started 
cutting herself. She claimed she was in­ 
nocent all through the trial, but she vias 
convicted. Really weird .. .” 


A MOUNT PROSPECT policeman said, 
“We had a shoplifter in here yesterday 
and from the time she arrived until the 
time she left, all she did was cry. Couldn t 
even talk . . . all through the booking, 
mugging and fingerprinting.” 
Said Brock, “Most of the women we ap­ 
prehend have enough money in their 
purses to pay for the stolen items. 


“When we detain a woman, we search 
her and make an inspection of the contents 
of her purse. You can tell a lot about a 
woman from what you find in her purse.

couldn’t tell much about a man to look at 
his wallet. No money, for one thing. But 
women save things, like old bills. They 
have stacks of credit cards they don t use 
stashed away . . . credit cards they can no 
longer use because their credit Is up tight, 
and other paraphernalia that will tell us 
something about the gal. You get a pretty 
good picture of her financial status too.” 
Brock said that when female shoplifters 
are asked why they stole, they invariably 
reply, “I don’t know.” 


“They’d like to have us believe they’re 
psychos. . .but they’re not. It isn’t ail 
impulse thing, usually. We go over it with 
them and most of the time find out they 
had thought about doing it long before 
they even entered the store,” he said.

The photo on the right is the 


Lawn And Garden 


by RICHARD DeLANO 


Suburban gardening and landscaping 
present special situations and challenges. 
For example, as lot sizes become smaller, 
buildings crowd closer, yards and gardens 
receive more shade. 
This shade should be considered when 
selecting small trees and shrubs for the 
landscape design, but this shade should 
not be considered a problem. In one sense, 
shade is an advantage since it permits the 
planting of certain shade-loving plants 
which would be at a disadvantage in full 
sun. 
Several small trees such as alders are 
suited to shaded sites. They not only thrive 
in shade, but also grow well in moist soils. 
Small, hard, cone-like catkins that hang 
from these nine-to-twelve-foot trees pro­ 
vide a bit of novelty. 
Cornelian cherry, a member of the dog­ 
wood family, is the most formal-appearing 
of the trees suited for shaded gardens. Its 
perfectly round shape with branches to 
ground level give this tree an almost 
shrub-like appearance. The yellow flowers 
appear at about the same time as crocus. 
The name, cherry’, comes from the scar­ 
let, elongated fruit that ripens in late sum­ 
mer. 
A MORE INFORMAL tree is the zigzag 
shaped redbud tree. Like the Cornelian 
cherry, the pink or wdiite flowers appear 
before the leaves. This is a tree that will 
thrive in the shade of a nearby house, ga­ 
rage or tall tree. The heart-shaped leaves 
themselves are an interesting detail in the 
landscape.

A lesser used, small tree for shaded gar­ 
dens is the Striped or Mountain maple. 
This is an unusually vigorous tree that 
thrives on neglect. I have seen it thrive in 
the mountains of Pennsylvania where it is 
native. 


There are shrubs suited for shady gar- 
dents, too. First to be considered are the 
showy 
rhododendrons 
and 
azaleas. 
If 
planted in a protected location and given 
acid soil they will give a spectacular 
springtime display. During the winter 
their 
evergreen leaves remain to give the gar­ 
den a touch of green. 


Common witch hazel is another forest 
native that can be adapted to the garden. 
It makes a good companion with the taller 
shadblow or service berry tree. It is im­ 
portant to use nursery-grown stock that 
has been root pruned to insure successful 
transplanting. Spice-bush and leatherwood 
are two additional shrubs for shade. Un­ 
fortunately they are available only in the 
most complete nurseries. 


FOR HEDGES, AMUR privet, Japanese 
barberry and buckhorn may be used. Tall- 
hedge, a new variety of buckhorn, is un­ 
usually attractive and suited for taller 
fee-like berries about the size of thorn ap­ 
ples appear. 
The best evergreen for a shaded spot is 
one of the many varieties of Japanese 
Yew. Arborvitae if it is northern grown, 
may be used also. (Delano is Associate 
Extension Advisor, University of Illinois 
Extension Service.)

She’s a night club entertainer with Shir­ 
ley Temple corkscrew curls, and during a 
recording session she comes on like a 
scratchy 78 RPM record. 
For instance, listen to this recently pre­ 
pared real estate commercial she did for 
television. 
“Hello, sweety, have you heard the lat­ 
est? It’s called List-a-Vision and . . . that’s 
right. . . it lets you shop for the new home 
of your dreams from the privacy of your 
local real estate office on closed circuit 
TV. 
“That’s right, sweety, no more running 
around for days looking at houses. Now 
you can list or look for a new home more 
easily. 
“Why sweety, what used to take a 
month can be done in 20 to 30 minutes. 
You just must come in and see it 
Her name is Judy Andrews, she’s a resi­ 
dent of Addison, and when she’s not busy 
with her four children or singing in clubs, 
she’s selling real estate. 


AND NOW SHE has added a new dimen­ 
sion to real estate sales. It’s called List- 
a-Vision. 
List-a-Vision is the latest service of AJ 
Associates, a real estate firm on 9524 
Franklin Ave., Franklin Park. 
The business is run by Judy and her 
partner, Tony J. Scaletta, who hope to sell 
commercial and industrial property, as 
well as residential, with the aid of their 
new idea. And, hopefully, according to 
Judy, the bulk of their business will be in 
the Northwest suburbs. 
What is List-a-Vision? 
When a person wishes to sell his home, 
said Tony, he lists it with them. “We then 
make a video tape (rf the home, showing 
the interior and exterior, and insert an 
audio description of everything we show, 
dwelling mostly on the highlights. 
“The tape is then edited and filed by 
location, price range and the number of 
bedrooms in the home. 


“When a person wishes to look for a new 
home, he simply comes into our office and 
we can show him IO homes in half-an-hour. 
Out of those IO, he might see one or two he 
likes and we go from there. 
“It cuts down on time tremendously. We 
used to spend a majority of our time driv­ 
ing to and from new homes. And then af­ 
ter the customer has seen four, he’s con­ 
fused and doesn’t remember all he has 
seen. 


“ANOTHER advantage the idea has is 
for the seller. He doesn’t have to clean his 


home every time someone wants to see it. 
It also puts an end to all the unnecessary 
traffic through his living room. It’s a good 
deal for the broker, the buyer and the sell­ 
er.” 
Judy said she became interested in real 
estate when she was living in California a 
few years ago. 
“The homes out there were built on the 
sides of mountains and were cheaply con­ 
structed . . . no basements . . . but they 
sold for around $70,000. 
“When I found this out, I thought there 
must be good money in selling homes. 
“So I began studying real estate and 
did you know real estate brokers in Cali­ 
fornia are the ones who coined the word 
pad? When you build on the side of a 
mountain, you don’t get much of a front 
yard, so they called the homes pads . . . 
pads on stilts . . . and people would ask 
how big the pad was, not the property. 
“Anyway, I got to taking photos of sev­ 
eral of the homes out there and studying 
each one’s architecture. And from these 
pictures, I took the best points of each and 
made a sketch of the type of home I want­ 
ed. Then when I moved back here, I 
turned the plans over to an architect and 
he designed what I wanted . . . which is 
our present home.” 
SOON AFTER THAT, Judy received her 
broker’s license and a year ago she and 
Tony went into business together. 


The name Ust-a-Vision has been copy­ 
righted and Judy and Tony both have 
hopes of franchising their services to other 
real estate brokers around the Chicago 
area and eventually, going nationwide 
with it. 
“The way we have it planned, a couple 
in Downers Grove can pick out a home in 
Arlington Heights without leaving town. 
They simply go to a real estate broker in 
their area who subscribes to our services. 
“That broker telephones another broker 
in Arlington Heights who subscribes to our 
services and he in turn goes through his 
file and sends a tape to the Downers 
Grove office via telephone that falls in the 
price range they are looking in and it is 
played for them. 
“And when we can do this, our next step 
will be to have our services listed nation­ 
ally, so a man in Detroit who wants to 
relocate to this area can do so without 
even leaving his home and family. Think 
of all the time it will save,” said Judy. 
FEE FOR THEIR service is $100 to join 
and $50 a month for advertising. It will 
cost brokers $350 a month for rental of a 
video tape recorder and a 24-inch TV, 
which they will service free. 
“We will also get 15 per cent (rf the sale 
commission 
on

through List-a-Vision. We have to get this 
to make any money,” said Tony.

A German Shepherd's hearing and 
smelling are 50 times better than a man s. 
They can also run up to 40 miles per hour, 
making them invaluable in chasing crimi­ 
nals. As one policeman says, “if someone 
we're looking for is in a building, a police 
dog will know it before we ever do." 
At the training school near O’Hare Air­ 
port, a scrapbook is kept containing nu­ 
merous newspaper accounts of cases in 
which dogs have found burglars hiding in 
dark buildings or been directly responsible 
for arrests. 
One example in which the dogs were 
used was in 1967, when they patroled north 
side subway stations in Chicago to curb a 
wave of robberies that terrorized Chicago 
Transit Authority (CTA) passengers. 
In another case, one of the trained ca­ 
nines smelled out a shipment of mari­ 
juana, contained in one box out of hun­ 
dreds of other similar boxes. The dog had 


taught to attack his trainer's heavily- 


padded arm. 


been trained specifically to recognize the 
smell of marijuana. His work led to an 
arrest which could not have otherwise 
been made. 
But even before these dogs are trained, 
they must be very special. All candidates 
are carefully screened before they are ad­ 
mitted to the school. 
Only about one of every 25 dogs consid­ 
ered makes it through the course. Since 
the school opened in July, 1961, just 95 out 
of 2,500 dogs have graduated. 
Most of those unqualified are rejected 
before the course begins. In many cases, 
their hip bones are not perfectly fitted in 
the sockets. More often, dogs are rejected 
because they are not psychologically suit­ 
ed for police work. 
Only well-balanced, normal, 
healthy 
dogs are accepted for training. Those that 
are either vicious or cowardly are not suit­ 
able. 
After the screening, any dogs that re­ 
main are isolated for two weeks before be­ 
ginning regular training in order to accus­ 
tom them to their new way of life. 
Once the course starts, dogs are first 
taught simple commands, such as “sit,” 
“stay,” and “come” by both verbal and 
hand signals. They are then trained on 
equipment in a large yard at the rear (rf 
the school, where they learn to jump ob­ 
stacles, walk on narrow elevated areas, 
and climb eight-foot ladders. 
One of the main objectives of the school 
is to build each dog’s ego. They are en­ 
couraged to bark, show fierceness, and 
stand their ground—above all, to assert 
themselves — to drive away antagonists. 
After a dog has learned these things, he 
is charged by a trainer and allowed to bite 
the trainer’s heavily-padded arm. This 
teaches weaker dogs to be more aggres­ 
sive. No dogs, however, are ever taught to 
kill. 
Each dog has one particular trainer who 
works exclusively with him and also owns 
him. Man-dog teams often become closely 
attached and work together for years. 
This is the case with Patrolman Frank 
Varallo, who in 1965, passed up a chance 
for promotion and a higher salary in order 
to remain with his dog, Yank. The pair 
has been together since Varallo first came 
to the school in 1962. 
Actually, the dogs are two-faced. While 
on duty, they are strictly police workers. 
At home, they act as normal family pets. 
After graduating from the course, each 
dog and his trainer-owner is assigned a 
“beat’ which they patrol regularly. Police 
dogs are rarely used in suburbs but are 
more common in the city, depending on 
the crime rate of a specific area. 
While dogs are occasionally involved in 
an arrest, by far their more important 
function is as crime deterrents. 
Just by patrolling an area, the formi- 
dable-looking animals are very effective in 
discouraging robberies and attempts to 
break and enter. Varallo reports that 
crime has dropped 96 per cent in neighbor­ 
hoods where police-dog teams have begun 
to operate. 
When crimes do occur the Dogs* ef­ 
fectiveness in aiding arrests is unquestion­ 
ed. Of all arrests which patrolmen have 
made while accompanied by a dog, 99 per 
cent 
were 
made 
after 
officers 
had 
searched a building for a burglar and had 
failed to find him. 
Police dogs are much more than “man’s 
best friend " They are also one of man s 
best Law enforcers.

America’s colleges and univer­ 
sities have made it through another 
year, many of them battered and 
Darricaded. 
It is a hope at best that the sum­ 
mer will provide a respite for reflec­ 
tion, for sanity to return on and off 
the campuses, and that the fall 
won’t bring just a renewal of the 
siege. 
If reason doesn’t return to the sur­ 
face, the effect on our higher educa­ 
tional institutions — traditionally 
the centers for new ideas — may be 
catastrophic. 
The threat is so great that the Na­ 
tional Commission on Causes and 
Prevention of Violence filed an ear­ 
ly report on its study of campus un­ 
rest to offer this warning: 
“Our colleges 
and universities 
cannot perform their vital functions 
in an atmosphere that exalts the 


struggle for power over the search 
for truth, the rule of passion over 
the rule of reason, physical con­ 
frontation over rational discourse.” 
The commission observes that the 
universities are not without blame, 
and indeed they are not. They are — 
many of them — as sluggish as po­ 
litical 
and 
social institutions 
in 
catching up with the needs and de­ 
mands of the time. 
But the immediate menace is 
from the militant, inflexible and 
sometimes irrational minority that 
has threatened to bring the univer­ 
sities down if the demands aren’t 
met forthwith. 
They have — even by armed force 
— trampled on the most carefully- 
preserved and most profound rights 
of this society and country: free 
speech, free assembly, the freedom 
to learn. 


If those rights aren’t preserved, 
the hope for the future is gone, and 
yet the militants provoke a battle 
they can’t possibly win, when re­ 
pression is matched with repression. 
Even some faculty members have 
rallied 
to 
the 
senseless 
cause, 
apparently unaware that their own 
cherished academic freedom would 
go down the drain. 


We have no quarrel with civil dis­ 
obedience and disruption within the 
law, because that kind of nudge is 
often needed to get attention and 
needed change. 


But those who take the anarch­ 
istic, violent route invite only the 
greatest evil: when those who con­ 
trol the other institutions — politi­ 
cal, legislative and social — move in 


and take over.

Here are some of my observations as a 
new reporter in Elk Grove Village, a town 
Eve passed through daily for almost a 
year and a half on my way to work:

Grove Village is relatively new except for 
some of the two-lane roads which pre-date 
the village.

There are a few old gas pumps 
around but not much else to recall the 
days when Elk Grove was farmland.

Redmond Helps Engineer Revolt

Pandemonium reigned 
at Springfield 
this week. 
The times are out of joint for both the 
mayor of Chicago and the governor of Illi­ 
nois as a revolt of Downstate troops, both 
Democratic and Republican, throws past 
legislative patterns and strategy up in the 
air. It would be a brave forecast, indeed, 
which could foretell the events of the next 
few days. 


David Broder, a political writer of some 
distinction, in 1966 pointed out that a 
struggle was emerging on the American 
scene, a struggle for the allegiance of a 
brand new breed of intellectuals and the 
young, a new politics arising from a 
broader education and involvement. It 
would be a respecter of neither party. The 
old politics does not speak the language in 
a coming new era (rf political ascendancy. 


AN OLD ORDER of politics is being 
challenged in Illinois today at Springfield. 
It is going down fighting. 
Momentarily, at least, both the mayor 
and the governor have lost control of their 
respective Democratic 
and 
Republican 
forces, or more correctly lost command 
for decisive action. Downstate irreconcil- 
ables of both parties are thumbing their 
noses at both captains, Daley and Ogilvie. 
The leaders must admit that a rebellion 
has occurred and that they are not now 
leading. Has Adlai Stevenson, the big 
name downstate who has challenged the 
Chicago wing of the Illinois Democracy, 
something to do with what is happening? 
If so he has executed a brilliant maneu­ 
ver. 
Reports tell us that Daley in a con­ 
ciliatory mood has renounced any so­ 
called deal with Governor Ogilvie and fur­ 
ther he has refused to endorse the flat rate 
income tax. If this is true he must be ob­ 
liged to respect downstate Democratic 
strength. It appears that something un­ 
looked for has happened. The Democrats 
apparently have outmaneuvered the GOP 
and have them in a vulnerable position. 


REP. WILLIAM REDMOND (D-Ben- 
senville) helped mastermind the meeting 
Wednesday night which brought together

the 37 Downstate Democratic members of 
the house and downstate Democratic coun­ 
ty chairman. These downstate Democrats 
are led by Rep. Clyde Choate (D-Anna). 
House Leader John P. Touhy (D-Chicago) 
was invited. 


Representative Redmond says that the 
downstate Republican rebellion is in no 
way associated with the organized Demo­ 
cratic movement. Nevertheless it should 
be mentioned that political realignments 
are taking place all over the country and 
it is probably correct to say that this is 
what is happening in Illinois. 


Meantime, the governor remains ada­ 
mant. He’ll press on vigorously for his in­ 
come tax and his spending program for 
Illinois. But at the same time the Demo­ 
crats claim he can get nowhere without 
their votes and that he'll have to change 
his tune to get their ear. 
According to Representative Redmond, 
the Republicans under past Democratic 
administrations have messed up program 


after program by refusing revenue sup­ 
port. This is why, he says, the state is now 
in the mess it is in — through past GOF 
recalcitrance.

downstate 
Democrats, Redmond says, is that the 
state can escape bankruptcy and perform 
its essential functions by finding enough 
revenue by means other than the Ogilvie 
income tax. Just how this can be done in a 
way that will be “adequate, constitutional 
and fair” as the governor has requested 
the Democrats have not spelled out. 
The Republicans who nave a 95-82 ad­ 
vantage in the lower house need 89 votes 
to pass administration bills. In the senate 
where the margin is 3fr»19, they should 
have 30 votes.

Despite all press reports about the 
“deal” between Daley and Ogilvie being 
scuttled, it is hard to believe in view of 
past events, that they do not have an un­ 
derstanding about what should get through 
the Legislature. 
It is also hard to accept the contention 
that the Ogilvie income tax and his pro­ 
gram will be sent down the drain. In view 
of what is happening, compromise will be 
necessary. There is little doubt that this 
can be arranged by party leaders, all of 
whom seem to be in general agreement.

7) By various means and measures of 
our government it has been arranged that 
for the past year — and as a still contin­ 
uing policy — practically all of the fight­ 
ing has taken place within the boundaries 
of the ally we are supposed to be protect­ 
ing.

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Reporter Tells of Daring 
How I Journeyed to Sox Pork 


The curtain has closed on the 68-69 Tri- 
County sports season and as an observer, 
and a reporter, and a critic, I feel this is a 
good time to take a look at the conference, 
at its strengths and weaknesses, its pre­ 
sent and its future. 


First, ifs almost time everyone realized 
that the Tri-County is as good a league as 
most and better than a whole lot. Not only 
is the quality of competition pretty darn 
good throughout, but the conference boasts 
some exceptional individual talent. 


Take a look at any sport, and you ll 
probably see some of the state's best in 
the Tri-County. 
How many quarterbacks were classier 
than Donn Majercik? Inch-for-inch, who 
was a better center than Chris Peter­ 
sen? Who in the Chicago area matched 
the batting average of Gary Isakson? 
How many trackmen outshine Ron Clas­ 
sen? How far down the list of the state’s 
finest golfers did Jay Bechtold finish? 


Sure, you can argue that the league sim­ 
ply isn’t in the class of others as far as 
certain sports are concerned and you can 
rightfully claim that it often doesn’t have 
the great depth and balance that charac­ 
terize the state’s elite conferences. But it s 
getting better and state titles may not be 
very far in the future. 


And when a Tri-County school does reign 
(in whatever sport) as champion of all Illi­ 
nois, why, the whole league should rejoice 
and not just that school. 


Which brings us to one of the confer­ 
ence’s problems. 


Too often the intense rivalry within the 
league obscures and all but destroys the 
pride each school and each athlete and 
each student should have in the league 
they represent. 


Fenton and Lake Park offer as keen 
and as bitter a rivalry as you TI find on 
the prep sports scene. The Milwaukee 
Bell, a symbol of supremacy and a well 
of pride, intensifies the antagonism and 
stokes the fever of competition. 


because he is almost universally disliked, 
a lot of conference folk were hoping for a 
quick flop by the Mustangs. 


I felt, and a lot of coaches felt, that any 
success Mundelein attained would reflect 
upon the Tri-County. If the Mustangs could 
knock off the Mid-Suburban League's pow­ 
erhouse club, Wheeling, why then the Trt- 
County would take a step up on the esti­ 
mation of the experts. 


And Mundelein very nearly did it. 
And Fenton nearly beat Naperville, a 
team that advanced to Peoria for the 
state baseball playoffs. 
And Lake Park nearly beat Proviso 
East, a team that advanced to Champaign 
for the state basketball playoffs. 


“Nearly” doesn’t count, of course, but it 
does show just how close the Tri-County is 
to achieving statewide prominence.

Fenton and Lake Park and Elm­ 
wood Park and Wheaton North and Ridge­ 
wood and Crown and Mundelein will still 
be trying to gun each other down, of 
course, _ and don’t let anyone tell you 
that the geographical divergence, in the 
conference detracts from the spirit of 
competition — but

struggles are over it would be nice to find 
one Tri-County school pulling for another.

A funny thing happened to me last night 
at White Sox Park. 
I wasn’t shot or stabbed. Not even mug­ 
ged, robbed, or beaten. 
As a matter of fact, I immensely en­ 
joyed the evening. And not only because 
the Sox, my long-time favorites, beat the 
Cleveland Indians. 
During my entire visit, I was impressed 
with the cleanliness and pleasant atmos­ 
phere of the park. And I couldn’t help but 
wonder many times how in the world the 
place could have an image of being unsafe 
and infested with “undesirable charac­ 
ters” (a term that has become popular 
recently in descriptions of patrons of 
Bachelors III, the establishment in New 
York in which Joe Namath has part-inter- 
est). 
Much has been written in recent months 
on the many physical improvements in the 
park and its renovation program. Many 
Chicago writers have followed Sox owner 
Arthur Allyn in trying to convince fans 
that Sox Park is not only safe, but as ra­ 
dio broadcaster Red Rush says, 
as fine 
a place as there is in the country to watch 
bflscb&ll ** 
Allyn has tried and tried to convince 
fans of this. He has poured thousands of 
dollars into the park. Yet the fans remain 
unconvinced. 


They must be unconvinced, because they 
continue to stay home when the Sox are in 
town. As any baseball fan knows, attend­ 
ance on the South Side has skidded drasti­ 
cally every year for the past four seasons. 
And it’s getting worse than ever these 
days. 
The improvements at Allyn’s arena have 
. been well-publicized, but no one is im­ 
pressed. They are not impressed with the 
great sum of money that has been in­ 
vested on the artificial-turf infield, im­ 
proved lighting in areas around the park, 
advertising campaign (with huge ads ap­ 
pearing in Chicago newspapers, on tele­ 
vision, and on billboards), Soxettes, a jazz 
band at the games, and other improve­ 
ments. 
These facts are all well-known. Yet, the) 
make no difference in attendance - except 
to lower it even more. This is a great my s- 
tery to me. It is also — as a devoted Sox 
follower — a great disappointment. 
Almost whenever there is a discussionon 
Sox attendance or on the neighborhood of 
the ball park, one of the first comments is, 
* “You won’t catch me going down there. 
It’s taking your life in your hands.” 
This is pure nonsense. 
First, I have attended scores of games 
over the past ten years and have yet to be 
involved in any kind of unpleasant in­ 
cident. Furthermore, I have never even 
seen one. 


The 
neighborhood 
around 
35th 
and 
Shields has one of the lowest crime rates 
of any in the city. It has one of the highest 
numbers of policemen per square mile of 
any area in Chicago. These are facts 
which have been made known. 
I will also state a flat opinion that Sox 
Park is a safer place to journey to than 
“beautiful Wrigley Field” where the Cubs’ 
attendance has risen as sharply as that of 
the Sox has dropped in recent years. 
And very few people will deny that the 
neighborhood of the Chicago Stadium is 
far worse than Sox Park. Yet, the Black 
Hawks continue to play to standing-room 
only crowds for most of their home games. 
While the Sox can’t even give away tick­ 
ets this year, they used to average 
almost three times this season’s attend­ 
ance as recently as five ydars ago. 
In view of these facts, it is absurd that 
the neighborhood or park itself should hurt 
attendance so much. Yet, the bad image 
remains. And this is the reason for the 
Sox’ financial woes. 
Many fans feel this is not the problem. 
They blame the lack of interest on the 
Sox’ performance on the playing field — 
either in terms of lack of excitement or 
position in the standings. 
I can’t buy either of these as reasons. 
Remember, 
attendance 
was 
relatively 
poor even two years ago when the Sox 
were in the thick of the wildest penant 


race in the history of the American 
League right down to the last week of the 
season. 


And how can anyone call the Sox dull 
this year? They have been scoring runs by 
the bushel and have come from behind a 
number of times. They have hit more than 
their share of home runs. They have some 
of the brightest hitting propspects in base­ 
ball in Carlos May, Bill Melton, BudcK 
Bradford, Ed Hermann, and Gail Hopkins. 
The artificial turf and moved-m fences 
have made a big difference in hitting and 
run-scoring. 
Nope, ifs not the Sox’ showing on the 
field that has hurt. Not to my mind. 
Some have blamed the collapse at the 
box office on the fact that all home games 
are televised in color on channel 32. This 
may have some validity. Still, it ^®esI\ t 
explain such a drastic decline. Crowds 
were dwindling even before the increased 
television coverage. 
It all boils down to the same thing: the 
“bad neighborhood image.” How can it be 
destroyed? 
There have been no answers to this ques­ 
tion. Allyn has tried everything. Apparent­ 
ly money is the wrong approach. 
But Allyn is not the type to give up or 
move out of town. He’ll keep trying - and 
so will the team. 
All I can say is, “Good luck, boys.

When Fenton whipped Lake Park in the 
district baseball championships, the Lan­ 
cers took the loss kind of hard.

The Potting Shed 


by MARY B. GOOD 


Elk Grove, “peony capital of the world” 
blossoms forth this weekend with their 
Jaycee-sponsored annual peony pageant 
parade, beginning at 1:30 p.m. from Ridge 
Road, the parade will wind down Kennedy 
Blvd. to the Grove Shopping Center. 
A trip to the peony patch this week, 
found this reporter eyeing the gorgeous 
new varieties under study by area grow­ 
ers. If you’re planning on planting, get out 
to the nurseries who handle this grand 
perennial and study the cut flowers now in 
bloom. You’ll never have a better chance 
to select. 
PLANT PEONIES SHALLOW, not more 
than two inches of soil over the “eyes.” 
These prolific bloomers are sun-lovers and 
will live as long as you do with very little 
effort. A little 5-10-10 type fertilizer in ear­ 
ly spring and again in mid-July is the diet 
for the great pink pouf. 
The peony’s beauty is contradictory, like 
moonlight, since its essence is a lightness 
that possesses enormous weight. 
Peonies have been part of human life 
from the beginning and their tale in my­ 
thology is most colorful. 
The Greeks named the flower for a Dac­ 
tyl who figured in their creation myth. 
Rhea, the consort of Zeus’ father, bore her 
child secretly and alone. In her pain she 
clutched at the ground and from the holes 
made by her fingers the ten Dactyls 
sprang full grown. Paeon was one of them, 
as was Hercules. 
THE PEONY COMES into the story lat­ 
er when Hercules wounded Pluto, king of 
the land of the dead. Paeon, a pupil of 
Aesculapius, the god of healing, was 
shown by Leto, Apollo’s mother, how to 


made a decoction of peony roots to restore 
Pluto’s health. Aesculapius was so mad­ 
dened by this act of treachery that he ar­ 
ranged to have Paeon poisoned. Pluto 
could not spare Paeon from death but was 
able to give him the boon of annual resur­ 
rection by transforming him into the 
plant. So he has lived ever since as his 
own memorial. 
Obviously, the Greeks were interested in 
the plant for medicinal reasons. Also since 
Paeon means “deliverer from evil” the 
plant had a magical role. 
Leto emerges as a primitive goddess 
who embodies all the qualities of feminin­ 
ity and she carries a peony as a symbol of 
her power. 
IN THE ANCIENT Chinese literature, 
the peony-woman metaphor has become a 
part of the literary language 8 to talk of 
one is to talk of the other. 
Ifs no wonder that the peony has tran­ 
scended all the empires, kingdoms and re­ 
publics that men have made so far. The 
peony will last as long as her exquisite 
beauty lasts. It has anonymous per­ 
manence and immortality.

An escalator takes visitors to the first 
floor of the pavilion and the first thing to 
be seen here is an exhibition of the work 
of the late Feyer, the genial caricaturist 
who was born in Hungary but became a 
Canadian.

physema totaled 20,252 in 1966. In Illinois, 
1,0(77 persons died of the disease. 
According to Dr. Novak, a normally 
healthy person breathes in and out about 
20 times a minute, but the victim of em­ 
physema pumps away at 25 to 30 breaths a 
minute and still cannot complete a normal 
exchange of air. 


EXACTLY WHAT CAUSES the tissue 
destruction in emhpysema is unknown, he 
said. Most, though not all, of the sufferers 
from emphysema report histories of heavy 
cigaret smoking. Repeated exposures to 
lung irritants, dusts, fumes, polluted air, 
pnd recurring bouts with chronic bron­ 
chitis, chest colds, and other respiratory 
infections may also favor emphysema’s 
development. 
“ Although emphysema is becoming a 
nationwide health problem and its causes 
are still vague, there are some practical 
steps which can be taken to ward off em­ 
physema," Dr. Novak explained. 
“ If you suffer from chronic cough or 
shortness of breath,’’ he urged, “ see your 
physician. Don’t try to treat yourself, and 
if you are a smoker, quit." 
“ LIV E AND SLEEP in an atmosphere 
as free of pollution as possible. Avoid in­ 
dustrial smog, dusts and crowded places. 
Guard against unnecessary, prolonged ex­ 
posure to gasoline exhaust fumes, in­ 
secticides, fungicides, sprays and other 
chemical irritants." 
Dr. Novak emphasized the importance 
of a daily regimen of physical exercise, 
regardless of duration, and maintaining 
good posture at all times. Physicians have 
found, according to Dr. Novak, that all 
this helps a great deal to reduce emphy­ 
sema — and a number of other diseases as 
well. 
“ Above all," he said, “ don’t neglect 
colds which hang on, a recurring throat 
tickle, sneezing or coughing spells which 
turn into spasms or shortness of breath 
after mild exericse." 


“ Emphysema, often called the fastest 
rising disease in the United States, may be 
crippling, by estimates, as many as one in 
IO adult males in the Chicago area," ac­ 
cording to Dr. Julius B. Novak, medical 
consultant to the Tuberculosis Institute of 
Chicago and Cook County. 


Recent figures from the Public Health 
Service of the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare reveal that the 
death rate from emphysema has doubled 
every five years since 1950. 
In the United States, deaths from em-

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When Earl Warren is Gone,

Warrens 
legacy to the nation on leaving the Su­ 
preme Court is a charter of legal rights 
for the Negro, the voter and the impover­ 
ished criminal suspect — and the wrath of 
critics who opposed him for 16 years. 
By any ordinary yardstick, the Warren 
court probably will be deemed to have 
lasted from October, 1953, when he took 
the post until the end of the 1968-69 term in

Yet the currents set in motion during the 
tenure of the affable but controv ersial for 
mer governor of California are too pow­ 
erful to eddy quickly. President Nixon s 
appointment of Warren E. Burger as War- 
ren’s successor may have impact on the 
course of the court, but the clock will nev­ 
er be turned back to the pre-Warren era 
of American life. 


At virtually every level, the opinions of 
the Warren court put new life into the 
ideal of equality, which the Constitution 
expresses in the phrase “equal protection 
O' the laws.” During Warren’s tenure, the 
court sought equal justice for all Ameri­ 
cans—rich or poor, white or Negro, edu­ 
cated or illiterate —wherever they happen 
to live in the United States. 
During those turbulent years, the court 
was accused of coddling Communists and 
criminals and removing God f r o m public 
Se. 
Congress 
was frequently out­ 
raged. Some of the angrier critics de­ 
manded Warren’s impeachment by bill­ 
board advertising and car bumper sticker. 
But there is no arguing that new legal 
foundations were laid for the Negro, the 
criminal suspect—particularly if he had no 
money—and for the voter. 
In 1962 and 1963, the court m a d e it 
clear 
that 
the government may not 


dictate prayers to be said by children in 
public schools. 
In the late 1960’s, new ground was bro­ 
ken on behalf of the poor. New rights were 
carved out for juveniles and restrictions 
were placed on government eavesdrop­ 
ping-

Serious questions were raised against 
capital punishment. 
None of these subjects is closed. When 
the new term opens in October, with Bur­ 
ger in the chief justice’s chair, variations 
of all these problems will be there, too. 
But the “Burger court” will be working on 
a ready-made framework. 
With the influence of Burger and whoev­ 
er succeeds former Justice Abe Fortas, 
who on May 15 resigned under public criti­ 
cism, the pace may slow down. But the 
trend is not likely to be reversed. 


On racial matters, one thinks first of the 
famous 1954 school desegregation decision 
(written by Warren before his first term 
was out) which sparked the Civil Rights 
Movement. 


As a result of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965 upheld by the Warren court, federal 
registrars 
register 
150,000 Negro vot­ 
ers in five Southern states and 550,000 
more registered by themselves. 
The court’s decisions in criminal law 
have drawn the most heated recent criti­ 
cism. Any penniless person accused of a 
serious crime must now be provided with 
an attorney at the state’s expense. Police 
who have a suspect in custody cannot use 


his confession unless they have warned 
him of his right to be silent and to have a 
lawyer. 


Police have deplored the ruling on con­ 
fessions but other top law enforcement fig- 
urss, such as former U.S. Attys. Genl 
Nicholas B. Katzenbach and Ramsey 
Clark, disagree. 
According to Katzenbach, the con­ 
troversial Miranda vs. Arizona decision 
“has little relevance to the amount of 
crime we face today.” 
Justice Hugo L. Black, the court’s senior 
member, was asked in a rare television 
interview if the decisions did not make it 
more difficult for police to combat crime. 


He replied, “certainly” then noted: “The 
court didn’t do it, the Constitution-makers 
did it.” 
As for eavesdropping, a law enforce­ 
ment officer now must get authority from 
a judge for electronic surveillance, which 
is otherwise forbidden as an “unreason­ 
able search.’’ A criminal defendant whose 
conversations have been overheard with­ 
out a permit may demand the records in 
court to determine whether evidence 
against him was tainted by the illegal con­ 
duct. 
The status of eavesdropping by the fed­ 
eral government in national security mat­ 
ters has not been fully determined.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Alan Eddy, who 
sailed around the world in a 30-foot fiber­ 
glass ketch, doesn't think there are too 
many dangers attached to such a voyage, 
but he admits there is always the possi­ 
bility of a number of freak occurrences. 
“Waterspouts have been sighted and 
even sailed through,” he writes in a recent 
account of his circumnavigation of the 
globe. “Swordfish have attacked yachts as 
opposed to game fishermen. Whales, al­ 
though normally pacific, can cause dam-

age accidentally or intentionally.

Eddy, whose round-the-world voyage in 
the yacht Apogee was largely single- 
handed, ran into one of those “freak oc­ 
currences” while sailing alone in the 
middle of the Indian Ocean, 700 miles 
from the nearest land. 


With Apogee sailing along serenely un­ 
der twin jibs, the Scarsdale, N.Y. yachts­ 
man had just gone below for a brief mo­ 
ment when a tremendous bang was heard 
and the yacht shuddered from keel to 
masthead. 


“Looking in the wake after mounting to 
the cockpit, I saw a dark shape in the 
water astern,” Eddy says. “My first 
thought was that it was a massive tree 
trunk, but then the shape moved, and I 
saw that it was a whale. 
“Before this really had time to sink in, 
there was another shuddering bang — 
sounding drunlike with the reverberations 
of the fiberglass—and only then did it be­ 
come frighteningly obvious that Apogee 
was being attacked by 
a school of 
whales.’’ 
Eddy noticed three or four whales swim­ 
ming abreast of his 6%-ton yacht, but sud­ 
denly, he says, “steaming through the 
seas came a dozen more bearing down on 
Apogee like torpedoes, until the water all 
around was filled with fins and blunt noses 
poking out to see what sort of creature 
Apogee was. I could have scratched the 
backs of the nearest ones. 
Then 
came 
another terrific 
rever­ 
berating bang, Eddy says, “and I thought 
about the layers of fiberglass which were 
taking the beating - perhaps it could 
stand several bashings, but what if 20 or 
so of the brutes decided to line up and 
bang away at the same spot on the hull 
like machine gun bullets — what then? 
Eddy estimated the length of the whales 
at 15 to 18 feet, probably False Killer 
Whales or Pilot Whales. 
“After looking around at the whales and 
they looking at me with their pigs eyes 
for perhaps 20 minutes or so, they gave up 
to my utmost relief and gratitude,” Eddy 
says. 
“After thinking it over, I suspect that 
the first encounter happened when Apogee 
hit a sleeping whale, because it seeed to 
be stunned and rolling with a motion un­ 
usual in whales, when I first sighted it a 
boat length behind. There is no doubt that 
the other two were deliberate rammings. *’ 
Eddy made an immediate check of the 
vessel and found that Apogee had come 
through the encounter without damage. 
For the intrepid yachtsman it was prob­ 
ably the most frightening experience of his 
five-year, 40,000-mile voyage. 
The Apogee, a Seawind ketch built by 
Allied Boat Company of Catskill, N.Y., is 


one of the few fiberglass sailboats ever to 
circumnavigate the globe. 


Eddy describes his experiences and pre­ 
sents statistics, navigational data, fitting 
out information, and budget information 
on the trip in a booklet entitled “So You 
Want to Sail Around the World,” which is 
available from Allied Boat Company at a 
small charge.

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Inflation: How 
and When 
Will 
End?

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Unchecked in­ 
flation is giving American consumers an 
acute pain in the pocketbook. 
It also is causing concern— ranging 
from mild to serious— among bankers, 
economists, businessmen and union lead­ 
ers, members of Congress and high gov­ 
ernment officials. 
The measures on which President Nixon 
has been relying to curb inflation— notab­ 
ly credit restraints and a federal budget 
surplus—have thus far failed to cool the 
overheated economy. Further price rises, 
particularly on meat and other foods, ap­ 
pear to be in the cards for the immediate 
future. 
Those were some of the findings in a 
nationwide survey by UPI of the impact of 
inflation. 
The 20-man reporting 
team 
which participated in the survey also 
found that: 
Retail prices which rose 4.2 per cent in 
1968 have risen so far this year at an an­ 
nual rate of 7.5 per cent. Consumers are 
borrowing record sums despite the highest 
interest rates in history'. Corporation prof­ 
its, industrial wage levels and total output 
all are rising and adding ever more pres­ 
sure to an economy that has been booming 
for IOO consecutive months. 
Concern 
in 
official 
Washington 
has 
reached the point where Congress is vir­ 
tually certain to grant President Nixon’s 
request for a one-year extension of higher 
income and excise taxes now due to expire 
June 30. 
Some government economists are now 
voicing private fears that the tax exten­ 
sion may prove to be too little and too late 
to halt the wage-priee spiral that is eating 


away at the dollar’s purchasing power. 
So far, however, there is no serious pros­ 
pect of the administration asking for or 
Congress approving wage-price controls. 
No other drastic anti-inflation steps are 
presently contemplated by the adminis­ 
tration. President Nixon fears that too ra­ 
pid 
an 
application 
of 
brakes 
might 
cause the economy to slide into a reces­ 
sion — something he is determined to 
avoid. 
“We are engaged,” said one adminis­ 
tration official, “in an attempt to achieve 
disinflation without deflation. Ifs a touchy 
business, and it takes time." 


Bill Browing is an automobile dealer in 
Dallas, Tex., with an income of about 
$200,000 a year. Mrs. Sara Smith is a maid 
at a Dallas theater, with an income of 
$3,240 a year. They have at least one thing 
in common: both feel they are being badly 
hurt by inflation. 
“ I t ’ s eating me alive,” Browning 
told 
UPI. 
“Any economizing I do in 
any department is eaten up by increased 
labor costs.” * 
Mrs. Smith is distressed about the other 
half of the wage-price spiral. 
“Ifs much worse this year than la^,” 
she said. “Last year I could stretch $20 
over a wreek's time for groceries for the 
six of us. This year it is impossible.” 
UPI reporters in 13 cities from coast to 
coast interviewed a random cross-section 
of Americans 
in 
all 
income brackets. 
Most of them said that rising prices, espe­ 
cially for food, have made it noticeably 
harder for them to make ends meet during 
the past year. 
“Everybody wonders why I work two 
jobs, 16 hours a day, ’ said Matthew 


Thornhill, a 42-year-old maintenance man 
in Charleston, W. Va. “I have to do it to 
buy food and clothing for my family.” 
Rufus Collins, a retired man living alone 
in Indianapolis, Ind., on a $5,OOO a year 
pension, said he manages to get by be­ 
cause “I don’t eat as much meat as I used 
to.” Meat prices, he added, “have turned 
me into a vegetarian." 
Despite their concern about inflation, 
few of the people interviewed were in fa­ 
vor of government wage-price controls. 
There also was overwhelming sentiment 
against higher taxes as an inflation reme­ 
dy. 
“I don’t think I could live with my hus­ 
band if they raised income taxes,” said 
Mrs. Paul Richards, wife of a manufac­ 
turer in Birmingham, Ala. 
“Taxes are too high now,” said Wayne 
Cash, 20, of Boston, who works part-time 
to finance his education. 
Yet the respondents were almost unani­ 
mous in demanding that the government 
do something to curb inflation. Their fa­ 
vorite recommendation was a sharp slash 
in government spending—particularly the 
$30 billion a year which is going into the 
Vietnam War. 
“The best thing we could do abaut in­ 
flation would be to pull out of Vietnam," 
said Harry Hartman, a Detroit advertising 
man, expressing what appeared to be a 
widespread sentiment. 
Not 
all 
economists 
are disturbed 
about the boom. For example, Milton 
Friedman, a Chicago University econo­ 
mist, who was an adviser to Nixon during 
his campaign for the {residency, told UPI 
that “we have seldom had a better period 
than this.” 
“We have had few periods in our history 


when the range of goods and services 
avialable to the people was larger or a 
time whert jobs were more available," 
Dr. 
Friedman 
said. “Except for the 
problem of inflation and high taxes, there 
are no serious problems " 
Interviews with highly placed adminis­ 
tration economists disclosed no disposition 
on their part to propose drastic new re­ 
medies for inflation, even though they pri­ 
vately concede that present strategy of 
relying on high taxes and high interest 
rates may not succeed. 
Because inflationary psychology has a 
strong grip on American minds, Secretary 
of the Treasury David M. Kennedy said 
last week, the job of bringing inflation un­ 
der control is proving to be “much more 
difficult” 
than 
the 
Nixon adminis­ 
tration expected. 
So far, the new administration has stuck 
by the same basic anti-inflation policies 
that were adopted by the Johnson adminis­ 
tration.

How to Not Upstage the President

(UPI)—Backstairs 
at 
the White House: 
At Washington banquets honoring a chief 
executive, there seldom is more than one 
toast during the evening—“To the Presi­ 
dent of the United States.” 
At a recent hotel banquet, both Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew were present which is somewhat 
unusual since they tend to split up the 
duty when it comes to non-state functions 
outside the White House. 
To make the occasion even more unusu­ 
al, Agnew was called on to speak ahead of 
his boss. This sort of thing puts a ticklish 
task before a vice president. He cannot 
afford to be too good for fear of making 
matters difficult for the President, and yet 
he cannot be purposely dull lest it detract 
from the administration. 
But Agnew was up to the chore and hit a 


delightful balance. Among other things, he 
said, “Of course, it is all right for me to 
drink to the President—he told me so.” 
Agnew, however, does not have to suffer 
in doubt as did his predecessor, former 
Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey who 
accepted many banquet engagements not 
knowing whether he would be the main 
speaker or whether, at the last minute, 
former President 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson 
would come striding down the head table 
and grab the spotlight. 
Humphrey developed a surefire gag. 
When and if he was introduced as speaker 
of the evening, he would devote the first 
four of five minutes to wisecracks and 
topical gags. Then, with great deliber­ 
ation, he would look at his wristwatch. 
The Secret Service told me,” Humphrey 
would say, “that if he was not here by ten 
o’clock, he was not coming. It is now five 
minutes after ten so I suppose it is safe to 


go ahead with my speech.” 
Then he would reach into an inside jack­ 
et pocket, pull out a sheaf of papers and 
go to work —usually with a send-off of 
explosive laughter. 
In a closely related field, Nixon much 
prefers to speak without prepared text, 
but when he does work from a text, he 
usually sticks quite closely to the prepared 
document and when he comes to the 
end—he quits. 
This is a marked change from the John­ 


son technique. LBJ did not like prepared 
texts any more than Nixon, but he used 
them much more frequently than the cur­ 
rent White House occupant. With this dif­ 
ference, however—more often than not, 
when Johnson finished reading or 
deliv­ 
ering 
a 
prepared speech, he would end 
it with an oratorical thunderclap; then 
take off his glasses and lean forward on 
the podium to add an extemporaneous 
postscript which sometimes ran as long as

s p e e c h , 
itself.

Dr. Niklaus Senn, Director General of 
the Union Bank of Switzerland, said he 
can see “only one way out” of the current 
situation, namely “adapting the currencies 
of various nations to today’s conditions.” 
If this was meant to be a plug for devalua­ 
tion of the dollar, it is assured of a deaf- 
ear reception in Washington, where that 
drastic remedy is not even under consid­ 
eration. 
In Japan, Ichiro Takeuchi, an official of 
the Bank of Tokyo, predicted that “in­ 
flation will not calm down in America at 
least until the end of this year.” But he 
said he is “positive that the U.S. govern­ 
ment will keep fighting inflation to defend 
the dollar.” 
Whatever 
the 
long-term trend, econ­ 
omists generally agree that the next four 
to five months will bring steadily increas­ 
ing prices for nearly everything. 
Food prices, which make up nearly 25 
per cent of the average family’s budget, 
are at a 17-year high and indications are 
they will continue to rise for at least six 
months to a year. 
Meat prices went up 9 per cent and 
vegetables jumped 25 per cent during the 
month of May alone. Clothing costs have 
risen 7 per cent since last year and mort­ 
gage interest costs have climbed 24 per 
cent since May 1968. 
This increase in the cost of mortgages, 


plus equally dramatic boosts in the costs 
of land, lumber and construction labor, 
has caused homebuilders to downgrade 
their production estimates for 1969 by 3 
per cent to around 1.5 million units. 
Because home mortgages are long term 
investments, home owners are the losers 
in the scramble for the dwindling pool of 
lending money. 
Other businessmen, able to offer banks a 
better and quicker return, are soaking up 
loans, 
despite

record Interest 
charges, to build bigger production facil­ 
ities and stock up on good before prices go 
even higher. 
This puts even more pressure on money 
markets and on producers at a time when 
they should be cutting back to help the 
government’s anti-inflation program. 
Business inventories rose $800 million in 
April alone—making a $2.8 billion total in- 
Business expenditures for new plants 
and equipment are expected to rise about 
12.5 pr cot this yar — thr tuns as 
12.5 per cent this year — three times as 
fast a rise as took place in the previous 
year. 
T a k i n g all factors into account,

Chase 
Manhattan 
Bank 
expressed optimism this month that the 
fiscal and monetary policies now in force 
will “eventually” bring inflation under 
control. But its newsletter on economic 
conditions warned that prices will continue 
to drift upward for some time after basic 
inflationary 
pressures 
are curbed. 
“Major progress on prices is not likely 
to appear before 1970," it said.

Discusses Con-Con 


The revenue article of Illinois' con­ 
stitution was credited this week with 
bringing the Constitutional Convention into 
being. 
Mrs. John Mullen of Palatine, legislative 
chairman for the League of Women \ oters 
of Illinois, spoke Tuesday in DeKalb at a 
one-aa> conference on the upcoming con­ 
vention to revise the state's guiding docu­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Mullen pointed to Section I, Article 
9, of the Constitution as a currently con­ 
troversial bugaboo regulating property, 
occupations and privileges. 
The article is blamed for such unpopular 
taxes as the personal property tax and tax 


on food and medicine. It is the reason the 
Illinois General Assembly is divided on 
how to apply an income tax. 
Illinois is one of the few states that has 
a personal property tax, she said. 
‘ASSESSING intangibles leads to differ­ 
ent taxation and a system that is simply 
not workable,” she said. 
She said the convention can be expected 
to deal with revenue measures for both 
state and local government. The state cur­ 
rently has the sales tax as its chief reve­ 
nue source, and local government has the 
property tax. 
If these taxes are eliminated or the 
structure is changed, some way of replac­ 


ing these revenues will have to be consid­ 
ered, she said. 


“ Almost all agree that household goods 
and cars should go off the tax rolls, ’ Mrs. 
Mullen said about personal property. 
But 
industrial 
inventory of 
machines 
and 
equipment pay better than 80 per cent of 
the tax load. So, if we’re going to throw 
out this, we’re throwing out $350 million in 
revenues.” 
Mrs. Mullen agreed with another speak­ 
er that day that if an income tax is not 
passed now, “ there won’t be one line writ­ 
ten that is not either pro or con income 
tax.” 


AN INCOME TAX now would take some 
emotionalism out of the convention, but 
would not settle the problem, she said. 
If the convention considers writing a 
provision for a state income tax, there will 
be debates on what kind — flat rate or 
graduated, she said. 
If a graduated tax is the choice, there 
will be another problem deciding how it 
relates to the federal income tax, and 
there is already some feeling the federal 
tax law needs a major overhaul she said. 


Illinois has a sales tax, actually a tax on 
occupations, but does not have a tax on 
service occupations. 
“ We get a different kind of feeling at 
professional services, bringing down the 
wrath of a good number,” Mrs. Mullen 
said. “ This legislature talked about this 
(tax on service occupations) but defeated 
it primarily because of the constitutional 
angle.” 
Mrs. Mullen suggested, to solve the de­ 
lemma of writing about taxation, to use 
“ wording so we can talk about things and 
decide them on their merits.” 
Wording now decides questions on the 
basis of “ how to get around the “ Con­ 
stitution,” she said. 
“ The legislature has used the Con­ 
stitution in the past as a dodge to escape 
responsibility,” she asserted. 


GOING INTO local government reve­ 
nues, Mrs. Mullen related without blaming 
the limitation on bonded indebtedness to 
the number of local governments — more 
than any other state in the country. 
“ The article is shortsighted on local tax­ 
ing,” Mrs. Mullen challenged. “ Do you 
want the state to tax for local government 
or for local government to have the power 
to do its own taxing?” 
But under Section 6, Article 9, the state 
can’t rebate taxes unless it s for special 
purposes, like hot school lunches, 
she 
said.

T H E P U R C H A S IN G committee of the 
county board was flabbergasted Wednes­ 
day when the County Auditor L.d.laFleur 
told the chairman, Al Anderson, Downers 
Grove, that he was tossing a $6,000 dandy 
in

lap, 
a 
number of DuPage 
County Law Library bills for immediate 
payment. Some he said went back for a 
couple of years, and the publishers of the 
law books sold to the law library were 
dunning DuPage County as if it were a 
poor relation. 
One of these dun letters read “all sub­ 
scriptions will be cancelled if payment for 
old charges is not received here by May 
31, 1969.” 
This column can advise this publisher 
that the money was not forthcoming on 
that date and as of now no approval for 
payment has been made. 
Another publishing firm complains of an 
unpaid balance dating back to 1967 and 
says it wants the money. The largest 
claim is for $1,355.75 but another publisher 
is asking for $48 saying “your account is 
substantially past due.” 
AS STATED AT the outset there is in­ 
volved here: judges, the county auditor, 
the county board, the publishers and the 
law as written and passed by the state 
legislature. There is a complexity of juris­ 
dictions as prescribed by law and a con­ 
fusion of administration when it comes to 
carrying out respective functions which 
this law prescribes. 
So an appeal was made to Judge James 
E. Fitzgerald who sits in the Magistrate s 
Court. He supervises the DuPage County 
Law Library operation. 
The library, he tells us, is set up under a 
statute passed by the legislature in 1961. 
This statute provides for the purchase of 
legal books such as U.S. and Illinois court 
decisions annotated statutes, Federal Di­ 
gest, and other pertinent legal informa­ 
tion. 
It has been in existence for a number of 
years and now contains upwards of 2000 
volumes. Mignon Teichmann is the librar­ 
ian. Although the library primarily is for

Our duty in this 
regard is spelled out in statutes,” he said. 
According to LeFleur before any of 
those library claims can be paid, a war­ 
rant (authority to pay) signed by the coun­ 


ty clerk and county chairman must be pre­ 
sented to the county treasurer. This is his 
authority to issue a check for payment 
from the fund. 
But perhaps as Burns told us the best 
laid schemes of mice and men are going 
awry. A Cook County Circuit court in a 
suit brought by a taxpayer said this li­ 
brary law was unconstitutional. It ordered 
repayment of the dollars collected. 
A taxpayer has challenged this law in 
the DuPage County Court, a suit which is 
now pending. Will he get his dollar back? 
JUDGE FITZGERALD says the statute 
refers to a plaintiff filing a complaint but 
does not mention a defendant filing for ap­ 
pearance. A dollar was collected for the 
latter also.

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Rising Cost of Property Rental 


Rents for commercial property will ad­ 
vance further in 1969 as the pressure of 
surplus space, which was a strong factor 
in stability just two years ago, is absent in 
most areas. Owen E. Hall, Birmingham, 
Mich., president of the National Institute 
of R e a l Estate Brokers, predicted 
recently. 
In reporting on the spring real estate 
market survey of the department of re­ 
search of the National Assn. of Real Es­ 
tate Board, Hall noted that this upward 
trend will be abetted by the rising costs of 
construction, taxes, insurance, mainte­ 
nance, and operation. 
He added that Realtors who specialize in 
the sale and leasing of business properties 
foresee continuation of high occupancy 
levels in prime properties and in many of 
the secondary quality, “as demand for 
commercial space has more than kept 
pace with additions to the inventory. 


“The market has readily absorbed the 
high volume of office space added to the 
inventory, in most major metropolitan 
areas and in many smaller urban centers 
over the past four years. Developments 
that are associated with the expanding 
highway 
and circumferential 
systems 
have sharpened competition between cen­ 
tral business district and suburban struc­ 
tures. In some cities vacancies are more 
prevalent in downtown than in outlying 
areas as tenants are drawn away by large 
commercial complexes that have come 
into being on the periphery of cities.” 
Specifically, office buildings in suburban 
communities are enjoying a vacancy rate 
of two per cent or less in close to half of 
the nation, while it is three-five per cent in 
two-fifths, and higher in the remainder, 
according to the survey among 126 Real­ 
tors. 
Center city prime location buildings are 
also enjoying higher occupancy levels 
with, again, close to half reporting two per 
cent vacancies or less and one-third show­ 
ing a rate of from three-five per cent. 
“As part of the current broad-based de­ 
mand, secondary location office buildings 
have shared in the rising occupancy levels 
to a pronounced degree,” said Hall. The 
proposition of communities in which a rate 
of IO per cent or more is prevalent has 
declined from close to one-half last year to 
over one-quarter currently. 
In a discussion of rental trends, Hall ex­ 
plained that “costs associated with the 
creation of new space, that is land, con­ 
struction, and interest rates, have pushed 
rents higher, as have those associated 
with the maintenance and operation of 
existing buildings.” 
More than three-quarters of the areas 
report that rents for prime location space 
in center city are higher, while for secon­ 
dary locations they are higher in about 
one-third, but relatively unchanged from 
last year in 56 per cent. “As expected, 
rents in suburban office buildings are 
higher than they were last year in two- 
thirds of the country,” Hall continued.

Retail business properties are also en­ 
joying fewer vacancies and experiencing 
higher rents in most areas, according to 
Hall. 
“Face-lifting of existing urban retail 
properties and the replacement of some 
with modern structures have assisted in 
the revitalization of many downtown 
areas,” Hall said, “but at the same time, 
the continuation of suburban growth is 
providing vigorous competition.” 
“Overall, the level of retail sales, per­ 
sonal income, and the inclination of con­ 
sumers to spend are affirmative factors in 
the retail property market Vacancy rates 
in prime location properties have declined 
both in center city and suburban areas,” 
Hall said. 
Vacancies in secondary location retail 
business properties have, on average, de­ 
clined, although to a lesser degree. 


“In suburban areas, tenants are paying 
more for either primary or secondary lo­ 
cation buildings,” Hah concluded. For 
prime space they are higher in 71 per cent 
of the nation, while for secondary location 
they are up in 43 per cent.

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Des Plaines Takes Over Lead Bath Has Cinderella Success Story 
Roosevelt U. Names 


The northern suburbs reflected an area­ 
wide rise in number of homes sold during 
May with a 16.4 per cent increase over the 
April volume of house sales. Statistics 
were drawn from the May report of resi­ 
dential real estate sales compiled by St. 
Paul Federal Savings and Loan Associ­ 
ation, Chicago. 


The increase is greater than that 
throughout the Chicago suburbs, which 
sold ll. per cent more homes and the in­ 
crease in all of Cook County where 22.3 
per cent more homes were sold in May 
than in April. 


In the north suburban area, Des Plaines 
took over the lead with 65 homes sold dur­ 
ing May for a dollar volume of $1,923,000. 
Last month’s leader, Arlington Heights, 
was second with 63 homes at $2,203,500, 
and Park Ridge was third with 47 homes 
sold at $1,256,500. 
Other northwest suburban municipalities 
listed by the St. P-iul Federal report in 
order of volume of homes sold are: North­ 
brook - 38; Skokie - 38 ;Elk Grove Village - 
30; Palatine - 27; Morton Grove - 23; Hoff­ 
man Estates - 18; Schaumburg - 17; 
Streamwood -12; Hanover Park -12; Roll­ 
ing Meadows - 8; Prospect Heights - 8; 
Buff a1 Grove - 7; Barrington - 7; Inverness 
- 3; and Lincolnwood with 2 sales in May. 


A quarterly report of average home sell­ 
ing price from February through May in 
the northwest suburbs shows Northbrook 
high with $47,300, Lincolnwood next with 
$42,000, and Barrington third with an aver­ 
age selling price of $37,900 per home. 
The average selling price per unit in 
apartment buildings in the northern sub- 
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urbs has risen with a price of $16,000 per 
unit in the February through May period 
compared to $15,700 reported in April for a 
three-month period. The north suburban 
figure is considerably higher than the av­ 
erage price of $13,200 per unit recorded for 
all of Cook County during the quarter. 


The St. Paul Federal monthly report 
shows a total of eight apartment buildings 
were sold during May in the northern sub­ 
urbs. The 
dollar volume amounted to 
$528,500. 


The St. Paul Federal Savings and Loan 
Association 
issues the monthly data on 
number of sales, dollar volume, and aver­ 
age selling 
price 
of homes, as well as 
apartments. The categories are grouped 
according to municipalities throughout 
Cook County as well as townships within 
the city of Chicago. 


Faustin A. Pipal, president of the Chi­ 
cago area’s fifth largest savings and loan 
association, said statistics are compiled 
from the Cook County Recorder’s Office. 
The report is prepared and issued free 
monthly as a public service.
